Saturday  Evening, 
September  8 

It  is  customary  for  Jews  to  prepare  for 
the  High  Holy  Days  both  intellectual¬ 
ly  and  spiritually.  This  special  prepa¬ 
ration  takes  place  at  the  Selihot  Service 
on  the  Saturday  evening  before  Rosh 
Hashanah,  this  year  on  September  8, 
2001. 

The  evening  begins  with  a  Coffee 
Hour  at  8:30  p.m.  At  9  p.m.,  Rabbi  Neil 
Gillman,  the  Aaron  Rabinowitz  and 
Simon  H.  Rifkind  associate  professor  of 
Jewish  philosophy  at  The  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  will  deliver  the 
Selihot  lecture.  He  will  address  the 
topic,  “What  is  Teshuva?’’  Rabbi 
Gillman’s  latest  book  is  The  Way  into 
Encountering  God  in  Judaism. 

His  lecture  will  be  followed  by  a 
Congregational  Prelude  of  traditional 
Selihot  melodies  at  9:45  p.m.,  led  by  our 
cantors,  with  choir  members  sitting 
with  congregants  to  reinforce  the 
singing  of  the  prayer  tunes. 

At  10  p.m.,  the  Selihot  Service  will 
begin.  Rabbis  David  H.  Lincoln, 
Kenneth  A.  Stern  and  Paulette  R.  Gross 
will  lead  the  prayer  readings,  and 
Cantors  David  Lefkowitz  and  Nancy 
Abramson  will  chant  the  liturgy,  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  Synagogue  High  Holy 
Days  Choir,  under  the  direction  of  Neil 
Robinson. 

Selihot  is  the  ancient  traditional 
manner  of  preparing  for  a  deeply  mean¬ 
ingful  High  Holy  Day  worship  experi¬ 
ence.  Individuals  and  families  of  all  ages 
are  encouraged  to  attend  and  partici¬ 
pate. 

This  is  the  beginning  of  the  peniten¬ 
tial  period.  Selihot  is  recited  each  morn¬ 
ing  until  Yom  Kippur  at  7:05  a.m.,  prior 
to  the  regular  Shacharit  Chapel  service.

Rabbi's  Desk 


“The  Shofar  and  the  Ethical  Life” 

Jewish  moralists  quickly  seized  upon 
the  Shofar  and  the  ritual  of  the  tekiot 
for  the  purpose  of  expounding  ethical 
teachings.  The  Talmud,  itself,  sets  the  tone 
when  it  forbids  the  use  of  the  horn  of  cows 
and  oxen  for  a  Shofar  on  the  grounds  that 
this  would  be  reminiscent  of  the  Golden 
Calf  -  “The  prosecutor  cannot  be  made 
into  a  defense  counsel.” 

The  Shofar  is  used  in  Jewish  ethical 
literature  metaphorically  to  designate  a 
leader,  especially  one  who  claims  to  speak

the  word  of  God.  The  figure  is  taken  from 
the  Bible  itself:  God  commands  the 
prophet,  “Lift  up  thy  voice  like  a  Shofar.” 
Consequently,  rules  and  regulations  origi¬ 
nally  ordained  for  a  Shofar  are  transferred 
homiletically  to  rabbis,  preachers  and 
leaders  generally. 


The  distinguished  British  scholar  A. 
Cohen  counsels  students  for  the  Rabbi¬ 
nate  to  apply  the  standards  of  a  proper 
Shofar  to  their  preaching.  “The  Shofar 
should  be  kafuf,  bent,  curved.  That  may  be 
taken  as  symbolic  of  a  humble  frame  of 
mind  ‘If  it  is  split  lengthwise,  it  is  unfit  for 
use.’  A  preacher  is  similarly  useless  who  is 
split-minded,  who  has  not  clear-cut  views 
and  definite  convictions.  ‘If  Shofar  was 


overlaid  with  gold,  with  the  result  that  the 
original  tone  is  changed,  it  is  disqualified.’ 
The  application  we  may  draw  from  these 
words  is  that  the  preacher  must  be  inde¬ 
pendent.  He  must  not  allow  his  utterances 
to  be  affected  by  such  an  external  influ¬ 
ence  as  the  power  of  gold.  ‘If  the  Baal 
Tokay'a  reverses  the  Shofar  and  blows 
into  it,  he  has  not  fulfilled  the  obligation.’

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In  Celebration  of  the  High  Holy  Days 


IN  OUR  HOMES 
Rosh  Hashanah 

osh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  a  fes¬ 
tive  occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  disci¬ 
plined  by  the  sacred  traditions  of  home 
and  synagogue.  Although  the  observance  of  the 
High  Holy  Days  is  centered  in  the  synagogue,  it 
is  in  the  home  where  family  members  prepare  to 
meet  the  New  Year  in  a  spirit  of  faith  and  in  a 
mood  conducive  to  prayer  and  soul-searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  which  sym¬ 
bolizes  purity  and  joy.  Thus  the  table  is  set  with  a 
white  tablecloth  and  flowers,  candles  and  wine. 
Round  hallot,  symbolizing  a  full  round  year, 
apples  and  a  dish  of  honey  for  a  sweet  year  com¬ 
plete  the  symbolic  representations  on  the  holi¬ 
day  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  lighting 
of  the  candles  and  kiddush  which  precede  the 
festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh  Hashanah. 
The  following  blessings  are  recited  over  the  can¬ 
dles: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vet- 
zivanu  lehadlik  ner  shelYom  Tov. 

Blessed  are  You.  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  whose  mitzvot  add  holiness  to 
our  lives  and  who  gave  us  the  mitzvah  to 
kindle  light  for  the  Festival. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu 
vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  preserved 
us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  kiddush,  the  Motzi 
is  recited  over  the  round  hallah: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  hamotzi  lehem  min  ha-aretz. 
Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  brings  forth  bread  from 
the  earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family  dip  the 
apple  in  honey  and  recite  the  following  blessing 
and  prayer: 

Yehi  ratzon  milefanekhah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
v’Elohei  avoteinu,  shetehadesh  aleiynu 
shanah  tovah  umetukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  Will,  0  Lord  our  God,  to  renew 
unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet  New  Year. 

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh 
Hashanah,  a  festive  meal  is  also  eaten,  preceded 
by  the  daytime  kiddush  and  the  Motzi: 


Tiku  vahodesh  shofar,  bakeseh  lyom 
hagenu,  kihok lYisraelhu,  mishpat lElohey 
Yaaqkov. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  borei  pri  hagafen. 

The  greeting  on  Rosh  Hashanah  is  L’Shanah 
Tovah  Tikatavu  —  May  you  be  inscribed  for  a 
good  year. 

Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion 
which  is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue.  But 
the  meal  which  precedes  the  fast  of  Erev  Yom 
Kippur  is  intended  to  be  a  spiritual  experience 
for  the  entire  family.  The  meal  is  eaten  early  so 
that  the  family  can  be  in  the  synagogue  before 
sundown. 

Following  the  Birkat  haMazon  —  the  grace 
after  meals  —  the  holiday  candles  are  lit  and  the 
following  blessings  are  recited: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vet- 
zivanu  lehadlik  ner  shel  Yom  HaKippurim. 
Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us  by  The 
Commandments  and  has  commanded  us  to 
kindle  the  Yom  Kippur  lights. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu 
vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  preserved 
us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast 
until  they  are  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tradi¬ 
tion  that  they  do  observe  the  fast  in  part,  to  the 
extent  they  are  able. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical  plea¬ 
sures  is  part  of  the  tradition  of  this  “Sabbath  of 
Sabbaths.”  However,  Jewish  law  and  tradition 
state  that  the  maintenance  of  life  and  health  is  a 
prime  religious  duty.  If  a  person  is  ill  or  weak,  it  is 
the  obligation  of  the  individual  to  consult  a  physi¬ 
cian  on  the  wisdom  of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for 
the  deceased  in  each  family.  Memorial  Lights 
must  be  lit  before  the  holiday  candles  are  lit. 
Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  the  tradition  that  before  leaving  for  the 
Kol  Nidre  service  parents  bless  their  children  by 
placing  their  hands  on  the  head  of  each  one. 
Such  blessings  are  introduced  by  the  following 


prayer,  to  which  parents  can  add  words  of  their 
own,  appropriate  for  the  age  and  needs  of  each 
child: 

For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true,  faithful 
and  honorable  son  of  Israel,  as  were  Ephraim 
and  Menasseh,  the  sons  of  Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May  God  make  you  a  faithful 
and  honorable  daughter  of  Israel,  as  were  our 
mothers  Sarah,  Rebecca,  Rachel,  and  Leah. 
Forgiveness 

At  this  time,  just  before  leaving  the  house  to 
attend  the  Kol  Nidre  service,  members  of  the 
family  ask  each  other  for  forgiveness  for  the 
wrongs  or  the  hurts  they  have  done,  knowingly 
or  unknowingly,  during  the  year. 

In  Our  Congregation 
Shabbat  Shuvah 

The  Sabbath  that  falls  between  Rosh 
Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur  is  called  Shabbat 
Shuvah,  from  the  Haftarah  portion  of  that 
Sabbath  which  begins  with  the  word  Shuvah, 
meaning  “return”  (repent). 

For  the  Hearing  Impaired 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Samuel 
Wimpfheimer,  it  is  now  possible  for  those  who 
are  hearing  impaired  to  use  head  sets  while 
attending  services.  Please  inform  the  synagogue 
office  if  you  wish  to  avail  yourself  of  this  conve¬ 
nience. 

Tzedakah 

As  a  caring  community,  congregants  are 
asked  to  consider  the  needs  of  the  synagogue  at 
the  Kol  Nidre  Appeal  and  the  two  social  outreach 
programs  which  it  supports  year  round:  The 
Food  Pantry  and  the  Tikkun  Olam  Committee 
for  Community  Outreach. 

Congregants  are  asked  to  respond  as  gener¬ 
ously  as  possible  to  the  Kol  Nidre  Appeal.  The 
funds  generated  by  this  annual  campaign  help  bal¬ 
ance  the  annual  budget  of  the  synagogue  which 
includes  the  religious  school  program  and  social 
service  outreach  programs. 

The  Food  Pantry,  operated  by  our  high  school 
students,  supplies  food  packages  to  more  than  one 
hundred  poor  families  in  our  neighborhood.  The 
cost  of  this  program  is  $20  per  family,  per  week. 
Let  your  heart  dictate  to  you  how  you  wish  to  sup¬ 
port  this  important  project. 

The  Tikkun  Olam  Committee  for  Com¬ 
munity  Outreach  works  in  cooperation  with  the 
Metropolitan  New  York  Coordinating  Council  on 
Jewish  Poverty  to  help  Soviet  Jewish  immigrants 
with  their  needs.

He  obviously  acts  in  this  way  to  make  a 
parade  of  his  extraordinary  power  and  it’s 
not  actuated  by  a  pious  motive.  It  is  pre¬ 
cisely  the  same  with  a  preacher.  He,  too, 
must  avoid  what  is  vulgarly  called  ‘show¬ 
ing  off  on  the  pulpit.” 

Homilies  on  the  theme  of  sincere 
concentration  as  the  prime  requirement 
in  sounding  the  Shofar  are  legion.  One 
points  out  that  the  Shofar,  being  an  unim¬ 
proved  wind  instrument,  possesses  no 
inherent  sound  other  than  that  imparted 
to  it  by  the  breath  of  the  blower. 
Obviously,  then,  everything  depends  on 
the  Ba’al  Tokay  'a  himself  and  the  purity  of 
his  motive.  That  is  why  he  does  not  say  in 
his  benediction,  “  to  sound  the  Shofar,” 
but  “to  hear  the  sound  of  the  Shofar.”  The 
Shofar  sounder  is  not  a  performer.  He  has 
the  same  obligation  as  the  humblest 
member  of  the  Congregation  to  give  heed 
to  the  sound  and  message  of  the  Shofar. 

The  Shofar  is  a  major  element  in  the 
High  Holy  Day  ritual,  but  those  who 
would  emphasize  it  to  the  exclusion  of 
other  basic  mitzvot  should  ponder  the  fol¬ 
lowing  episode. 

When  the  saintly  Chief  Rabbi  Kuk  of 
Palestine  was  taken  to  the  hospital  in 
Jerusalem  a  few  days  before  his  death, 
during  the  month  of  Elul,  1935,  he  insist¬ 
ed  on  following  the  traditional  practice  of 
hearing  the  Shofar  blown  each  morning  of 
Elul.  His  physicians  feared  that  the  effects 
would  be  too  much  for  his  delicate  condi¬ 
tion,  but  they  were  unable  to  dissuade 
him.  Finally,  a  colleague  succeeded  with 
the  only  plea  capable  of  swaying  the  gentle 
Chief  Rabbi  -  “The  sound  of  the  Shofar 
will  affect  the  other  patients.”  The  dying 
man  withdrew  his  request  in  the  face  of 
the  greater  mitzvah  of  consideration  for 
the  feelings  of  the  others.
